part of the country between the Mississippi 
river 
and

Not many, however, have comprehended the magnitude

that already completed, that in process of 
build mg aud that under serious consideration* 
Those who have taken tin* pains to inform themselves as 
to just what is going on, have been astounded and highly g rat- 
ified at th** great task, tin* enormous funds necessary to carry 
on flu* work, the success accomplished and the pros): tee ta for 
the I lit un* great accomplishments. 
Au enthusiasm has taken 
hold upon the people which has never been surpassed since 
it became generally understood that the great public domain, 
opiui to settlers, was all taken up. 
Now these gigantic mi 
ferprises arc threatened with a setback on lh** old, old piles 
lion of “ Sta te ’s R ig h ts’*. 
M anufacturers’ organizations, commercia! clubs, cham­ 
bers of commerce and th** residents of the yvestern states will 
be invited, it is auf horitatively asserted to join in a movement 
to determine what rights the Federal government has in tin* 
wafer flowers of the common w calf lls west of I hi* Mississippi 
liver. 
It is planned to carry the question to the highest court, 
it necessary, in an effort to gain control for Iii.* states of lh* 
water powers within their boundaries. 
It is announced that iii trying to maintain control of the 
water powers of flu* western commonwealths, the government 
is violating a specific provision e! tin* eoustitution of the 
I lilted States, 
ll is claimed that before the constitution was 
signed tin* various states zealously guarded their own right 
to control all waters and water flowers, which were not dis 
tinct Iy outside of the domain of any one state, aud this right 
the state will have. 


That the water powers are an inexhaustible source of 
wealth to {lie states and communities in which they are found 
and should be developed for the benefits of those districts, no 
one will deny. 


O f course if must be admitted at once that there is much 
force, technically speaking, in tin* posit ion assumed by* t hose 
agitating the movement which has for its purpose the cheek­ 
ing of the government work. 


Thinking people though are almost unanimous in the be­ 
lief that the work necessary to bring about the great benefits 
to the public at large would la* too vast for any single state 
to undertake; that the reclamation et tin* desert lands as a 
matter iii which the whole people are interested and those 
general rights rise supreme to tin* rights of any one state even 
though Federal operations may result in a detriment to tin 
inhabitants of a particular section. 
Ile* \ ast ii ligation projects have proceeded upon the 
blond theory that it it became necessary in order to reclaim 
a vast section of arid lands in one state to take tin* water 
from another state even though that water was used within 
the limits ut the other state tor mining and m illing purposes 
that the great public benefit to be subserved justified such in­ 
terference, 


It is not. likely that the advocates of the narrower policy 
w ill meet with success even though technically they may be 
correct in the position assumed. 


It is after all flu* greatest good to the greatest number 
duct I inc which rules this nation and every other civilized na­ 
tion and smaller indiv idual rights must give way before that 
power which is made right by the greatest public good to be 
obtained.
